PRINT SCRIPT. 


New Departure in 
Hongkong Schools. 


It is not generally known that 
script writing is being taught in 
certain schocls of the Colony. 
This information was given at a 
meeting of the Board of Educa- 
tien held yesterday afternoon 
when the Di. tor of Education 
laid upon the table a number of 
specimens of print script, done by 
children at Kowloon ” British 
School, together with other speci- 
mens of the cursive atyTe for com- 
parison, 

Mr. E. Ralphs, the Inspector of 
English Schools, gave tha Board 
some very interesting information 
about print script, which was 
contained in a report on the sub- 
ject recently issued by the Board 
of Education in England. Varicus 
objections to the method . were 
examined and replied to, and the. 
view was expressed that pupils 
Could actually write script more 
rapidly than the ordinary style. 
Mr. Ralphs told the Board that 
the script style was adopted in 
Kowloon School in January last 
and the progress made was re- 
markable. It had new been ex- 
tended. Mr, Ralphs said that he 
had found that not only were 
longer compositions written but 
that the style of composition was 
greatly improved, the explanation 
being that the pupil was now re- 
quired to devote, less attention 


Shan before to..the mdern pro-|+ 


cesses of writing, Whilst the 
specimens before the Board came 
from Kowloon British School, 
other British Schocls intheColony 
had taken up the script style and 
were progressing similarly. Mr. 
Ralphs took the opcrtunity 
thanking Mr. Wylie for the great 
diterest “he had displayed in a 
practical way by having prepared 
a large number of copies and de- 
monstration sheets, which he 
placed before the meeting. 

A Convert’s Views. 

Mr. B. Wylie, speaking as an 
entire convert to the script sys- 
tem, suggested to the Board that 
the “proof-of the pudding” could 
be seen from the two sets of 
specimens which were laid, upon 
the table. When scrip print was 
introduced into the British 
Sehools he, for one, certainly ex- 
pected parents to raise very 
serious ‘objections. Up to the 
present he had°not heard of a 
single'one. Mr, Wylie went on to 
say that he had pergonsily been 
in very ckse touch with the Bri- 
tish Schools‘ during the past three]. 
or four months. He considered 
there was a big improvement in 
the work and a better atmosphere 
existed. The Schools were by no 
means. perfec: yet. He would 


ike: to ,see more., certificated 
‘teachers in them. In view of the 
fact that no-seriousy objecticn had 
been taken to the script idea, Mr, 
Wylie thought the time had 
arrived to call a halt “to this 
habit of deprecation so many 
people have adopted as a matter 
of course towards our British 
Schools.” Parents still ran down 
the Schvols before their children. 
This. was very bad, because it 
destroyed the child’s sense of 
loyalty towards the School and 
must lessen his respect for his 
teacher. This cry of “stinking 
fish” must also be disheartening 
to the teacher, who had often to 
work under, very trying circums- 
tances, Mr. Wylie. did not think 
the British Schols were so bad 
as some, people made'’them cut to 
be. The Education Department 
had received letters from boys 
ang girls in.Capada and Australia 
.and letters had bpen sent in, reply 
'by the hoys gad. girls of British 
Schools in the Colony. He was 
certainly very much impressed 
with their efforts. “<A” few daya 
ago he had the privilege of read- 
ing essays. written in conec- 
tion with St. George’s Day and he 
thought that not only in the mat- 
ter of writing and spelling but in 
the actual composition they were 
efforts which no ope need be 
ashamed of. ; 
“I have never at any time been 
an apologist for British Schools,” 
Mr. Wylie concluded. “I have 
often been critical and at times 
almost rude. (Laughter), I do, 
however, object to. this par- 
ticular practice of giving our 
schools a  bad- name. You 
get mowhere by / constant 
uagging, and I can concelye of 
nothing more detrimenta].to the 
well-being of thesa institutions 
and in the last . analysis fo.the 
education of our children.” Hear 
hear). -
